Twenty-two persons were homeless

No one was injured in the 
fire. 
Originating. from a_ defective 


chimney in the Chinese restaurant | 
the blaze speedily spread to the 
Richlea hotel which in a few min- 
utes was a roaring mas; of flames. 
Fanned by a brisk wind the flames 
then leaped across the street and, 
carrying evérything before them, 
set fire to three other stores and 
two private dwellings 

Fire ‘fighting equipment was 
rushed here from Eston and its ef- 
forts to save private properiy and 
the livery barn were successful, 
while tractors frem 
farms were employed hauling small 
buildings from the path of 
flames.

They tried to bring about an agree- 
ment whereby tuberculosis sus- 
pects could be examined at the hos- 
pital at an expense not greater 
than the actual cost of materials. 
Although the hospital board treat- 
ed the matter in a sympathetic 
manner, it was decided to refer it 
to a special committee consisting of 
A. Farmilo, chairman of the hospi- 
tal board, Dr. A. F. Anderson, hos- 
pital superintendent, and John Suss, 
chairman of the finance commit- 
tee, who were vested with power 
to act.

A JASPER HIGHWAY—WHEN? 

Hon. O. L. McPherson announces the Jasper 
Trail will be gravelled this year as far as Edson, 
125 miles west of the city, bringing that section 
of the road up to standard grade and all 
weather conditions, with the exception of the 
old railway grade. 

Nothing is said of what is to happen beyond 
Edson, if anything. As to that the Minister is 
unable to make any statement; meaning that 
the money to complete the highway is not in 
sight. 

This should arouse the interest of municipal 
councils, boards of trade, motor organizations 
and the motoring public throughout central and 
northern Alberta. If the Jasper Trail is not 
completed this year it will, at best, be under 
construction next year, and the summer of 1936 
will be the soonest the park will be available 
to motor tourists. 

And unless urgent representations are made 
to the Provincial Government, and through 
this to the Dominion Government, there is no 
assurance that the highway will be completed 
next year.

A “DUD” ENQUIRY? 
Mr. Stevens’ committee, it is hinted in 
Ottawa despatches, may continue its scalp- 
hunting raids into selected areas of business 
even after parliament rises for the recess—the 
recess that is expected to end in a general elec- 
tion three months or so hence. 

Which means there is no prospect whatever 
that parliament will be asked at the present

Mr. Jackson Dodds, joint general manager 
of the Bank of Montreal, told the Canadian

France did the same, perhaps from force 
of habit. Italy, Poland, Rumania and Hungary 
all favored Washington with advice the 
same effect. Germany served notice that it 
will pay nothing to anybody on any date be- 
tween this and the end of December.

And no- 
body knows when or if they ever will pay 
anything. 

These seven countries of course by this 
action went into default, whether Mr. Cordell 
Hull puts them on his official blacklist or does 
‘not. Every one of them deliberately and avow- 
ediy broke one of those “sacred contracts” we 
hear so much about. 

The United States is in the same position. 
It went into default the day President Roose- 
velt struck the gold clause out of every con- 
tract to pay that had been made by United 
States governments, public bodies, corporations 
and private citizens. In his official capacity 
Mr. Roosevelt is the defaulter of the ages, the 
contract-breaker of all time. He didn’t nego- 
tiate with anybody, send notes, hem, haw, or 
offer apologies. He just ruled that the gold 
clause didn’t mean what it said, and a million 
of those “sacred” contracts went smash. 

By all the reasoning of our “sound” money, 
debt-adoring, “tighten your belts” school of 
economists the credit of these eight countries 
must have gone completely to the bow-wows. 
But it hasn't. The United States is borrowing 
money cheaper than at any time since the war. 
Great Britain is doing the same. And neither 
in Paris, Rome nor Warsaw were public 
securities thrown on the bargain counter when 
the default notes were cabled to Washington. 

Yet the people of Alberta are told their 
credit would be absolutely ruined and their 
future a blank if their Government were to tell 
the holders of provincial bonds that it can’t 
pay them the full boom-time rate of interest 
while this depression lasts, or were even to ask 
them to take a temporary cut in interest to 
maintain the solvency of the province and their 
own chance of ultimately collecting. 

The taxpayers of Canada are told this 
proud Dominion would be utterly disgraced, 
outlawed and undone if its Government were 
to issue legal tender money, pay bond-holders 
their claims in full at once, and thus relieve the 
country of the drain of $139,000,000 interest per 
year. 

Canadians may not be the “dumbest” people 
on earth, but it is pretty clear their Govern- 
ments think they are.

Hats off to Jean Graham, Regina school 
ma’am, and her class of songsters from Sedley, 
in the dried-out area of Saskatchewan, who 
won the high praise of Sir Hugh Roberton at 
the Regina Music Festival. ‘Perfect,’ he said, 
and told the audience “You people should go 

home and thank God you had 
the privilege of hearing this 
chorus.” 

Sir Hugh is known as a 
blunt and caustic critic. The 
promoters of one festival, 
I'm told, decided to drop him 
as an adjudicator because of 
his frankness, but later 
thought better of it. He gave 
the Sedley school entry 98 
marks—only the third time 

J. S. Cowper in 25 years of adjudicating 
that he has awarded any entry so high marking 
—and didn’t know why he didn’t make it 100. 
He deducted the two marks on the general 
principle that there’s nothing perfect in this 
world except a perfect fool, though he'd been 
unable to detect any imperfection in the Sedley 
singing. 

It's worthy of remark when the only school 
in the Dominion to win such distinction is a 
country school in Saskatchewan in this year of 
drought, for, as someone reminded Sir Hugh 
when he accused a choir of singing “Spring 
Wind” in a doleful manner, and told them that 
spring wind is a joyous thing, that reasoning 
doesn’t apply on the prairies at the present time.

Hats off to two other splendid Canadian 
women for gallantry in the day’s work, nobly 
done. Nurse Phyllis Burrows v on duty 
alone at the little hospital at Lytton, B.C., when 
Yehner Hedburg was brought in terribly man- 
gled. He had fallen from a C.N.R. freight under 
the wheels. One leg was cut off. The other 
was badly injured. The surgeon was away on 
a call fo a relief camp. Hedburg’s condition 
called for instant action. Another nurse, Ruth 
Price, was called from her sleep to administer 
hypodermics and the brave young matron 
started in to perform an amputation. It can’t 
be told any better than in the words of Nurse 
Burrows’ report: 

“Patient entered operating room on 
stretcher as C.P.R.*train entered station. 
One glance at dangling foot convinced me 
that it must be amputated.’ The doctor was 

from town so I got towels on 
stretcher, and after administering a hypo of 
morphine took scalpel and other operating 
necessities and removed foot. I sent one 
men to find a nurse, another to get the 
patient drinks of water and another to 
answer the phone. 
dward Thomas, an Indian boy, assisted 
me by holding the patient's leg. The other 
leg I dressed up as quickly as possible, and 
made no attempt at much disinfectant, 
only washing with saline as’ time was chief 
factor. Miss Ruth Price, the night nurse, 
who wes in bed, escorted the patient to 
Vancouver.” 

The C.P.R. held the train for thirty minutes 
while the nurse performed the amputation and 
got Hedburg ready for the rush trip to the city. 

Hedburg had suffered such shock and loss of 
blood before reaching Lytton that he died a 
few hours after reaching the Vancouver Gen- 
eral hospital, despite the resourceful and heroic 
work of the two nurses.

Self-Poisoning 
By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


Sometimes a patient may have the amaz- 
ing experience of going from one doctor to 
another and being told by each that there is 
nothing organically wrong but that the suffer- 
ings are largely imaginary, I have had num- 
bers of patients come into my office and tell 

me that they had exactly such 
an experience. Upon ques- 
tioning these patients, I found 
that they suffered from a 
variety of symptoms such: as 
a tired feeling, dizziness, 
headaches, bad breath, sleep- 
lessness, loss of weight, in- 
digestion, etc. It is true that 
a ca$ual examination of these 
patients usually shows no 
organic trouble, but a more 
Dr. F. McCoy careful examination often re- 
veals that these patients are suffering from 
some form of self-poisoning. The types of self- 
poisoning which come from infected sinuses, 
gum abscesses, chronic appendicitis, and other 
infections where pus is present are usually 
easily detected, but the type of poisoning which 
comes from the absorption of toxic substances 
by the intestinal tract often escapes notice. 

During intestinal putrefaction many poison- 
ous substances such as indol are created in the 
large bowel. These toxins may seap back into 
the small intestine where they are readily ab- 
sorbed when there is a defective ileocecal valve. 
This valve is placed at the junction of the small 
and large intestines and is supposed to prevent 
a backing up of the substances which the large 
intestine contains. When the valve does not 
hold these substances from returning into the 
small intestine, the toxins may be absorbed and 
enter the portal vein where they are carried by 
the blood to the liver. A healthy liver will neu- 
tralize many of these poisons by turning the 
indol into a comparatively harmless substance 
called indican which is thrown out as a liquid 
waste from the kidneys. As long es the body’s 
defense remains strong enough, the natural 
powers of elimination are capable of handling 
many such poisons and the patient may not 
suffer the effects of them. However, after years 
of overwork the liver may not function properly 
and the poisons begin to circulate through the 
blood stream with a gencral toxemia. This is 
often the beginning of definite diseases. 

Some type of toxic poisoning is present in 
nearly every disease. Those with headaches 
should know that the cause is really self-poison- 
ing. Intestinal toxemia is the main cause of 
skin troubles and one with acne, psoriasis, 
eczema, boils, etc, should begin to overcome 
poisoning in the intestinal tract as the first step 

etoward a cure. Those who are continuously 
tired are suffering from self-poisoning. Rheu- 
matism and arthritis are always accompanied 
by severe intestinal toxemia, which I believe 
precedes the focal infections which are so often 
considered the cause of rheumatic disorders 
Nervous disorders ere always aggravated by 
toxins absorbed from the intestinal tract. Often 
a urinalysis will show an excessive amount of 
indican: then you may be sure that you are 
absorbing ‘an excessive amount of intestinal 
putrefactive substances. 

Those with this dangerous condition should 
realize that the sensible thing to do is to increase 
the elimination of poisons from the body in 
every way possible. Those who wish to know 
the practical way for accomplishing this may 
receive the instructions by writing to me.

Gencral Sir Isaac Brock—Saved by the “Queen 
Charlotte” 


By J. H. Mosgrove 


Detroit had fallen. After a per- 
iod of thirty years the flag of Brit- 
ain flew triumphantly over the vast 
region beyond the lakes. During the 
Sunday afternoon, Aug. 16, 1812, the 
Canadian army kept watch over 
the fort while along the river bank 
the bivouac fires of the American 
camp burned merrily in the faces 
of the dispirited prisoners 

Evening came. The sun dipped 
beyond the trees. From ‘the dense 
forests came the shrill taitoo of the, 
whip-poor-will, while on the surface 
of the river a patch of stars dusted 
the water like the white petals of 
the kidnapped Proserpine. Peace 
and stillness reigned. 

At dusk @he “Queen Charlotte,” a 
vessel of twenty guns that had so 
ably covered the operations during 
the morning. weighed anchor ond 
sailed into the dim horizon, laden 
with the regulars of the captured 
army \; 

As dawn was streaking the skies 
the following morning, Genera! Sir 
Iseac Brock, anxious to assume the 
offensive on the Niagara frontier, 
embarked on a smaller but speedier 
trading schooner on board which 
wete about seventy Ohio riflemen, 
guarded by a small party of militia-

action of the law of gravitation 
exerted by the moon on the waters 
of the earth 


NEWTON'S THEORY 
Sir Isaac Newton 
| to give us a rational explanation of 
| the relation between moon and 
| tide. He pointed out that any mess 


of considerable size has an attrac- 
tion for smaller bodies, which tends 
|to draw the smaller bodies toward 
| the larger, this pull varying with} 
distance and size. The larger the} 
mass and the less the distance be- 
tween the two bodies, the greater 
the attraction. Thus the moon has 
a pull on the smaller mass of the 
waters on the earth. 

By means of a small diagram the 
whole principle becomes easily un- 
derstandable: When, for instance, a 
certain body of water is directly be- 
neath the moon, as in position A, 
it is nearer the moon than is the 
earth beneath the water; Ahercfore 
the moon attracts the water with 
greater intensity then it attracts the 
earth as a whole and tends to pull

SCIENCE SIMPLIFIED 


How Moon “Pulls” Water 
To Cause Tides on Earth 


| from the water, which increases the 
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the water away from the earth. 


Now when the earth has rotated for 
six hours so that the same body of 
water is in position B, the moon 
has exactly the same attraction for 
earth and water and there is no 
pull on the water. And when the 
earth has turned so that the body 
of water is in position C, we have 
the reverse of position A, or, the 
moon tending to pull the earth away 


distance between the earth and the 
water and is exactly what we found 
in position A. Therefore, we have 
completed a cycle. Also, when the 
earth completes her circle and we 
are back in position A, we will

have another cycle because the 
moon will act the same at position 
D as it did at position B, So herein 
we have the explanation for two 
high waters and two low waters in| 
each 24-hour day, with which all 
acquainted with the ocean are} 
familiar in every-day experience. 


A CORRECTION 

And now that we have the prin- 
ciple in mind we must stop to make | 
a correction. The moon could not} 
possibly pull the water vertically 
away from the earth because the 
earth is larger than the moon and | 
closer to the water and, therefore, 
has such an attraction for the water | 
that the pull of the moon would} 
have no appreciable effect. But as 
the earth rotates from east to west | 
the moon's pull affects the water | 
horizontically and causes the water | 
to flow back and forth, creating the 
rhythmic movements of the ocean 
which we call the tide. In a later 
article we shall examine another 
phase of the tidal theory, having to 
do with the birth of the earth and 
other planets in the solar system |

CROP OUTLOOK 
[S$ IMPROVED 
BY RAINFALL 


Striking Reversal of Form 
is Shown by Alberta 


Grains 


Rains which have fallen over 
practically the entire province in 
the last two weeks have resulted 
‘in a striking improvement in crop 
conditions, according to the fifth 
fortnightly crop report issued on 
Saturday by the provincial agri- 
cultural department. 

“The last report indicated clearly 
that a serious situation existed in 
many of the southern districts as a 
result of the prolonged hot, dry 
spell, and that only immediate and 
substantial precipitation could save 
some of these districts from a 
disastrous crop failure,” states the 
fifth report. “The precipitation 
came just in time to effect recov. 
ery and the rains have not only 
substantially restored grain crops 
jin many districts but have greatly 
|improved ranges and pastures.” 

The report continues by stating 
| that in the dry areas where cattle 
were suffering and the farmers had 
begun to despair of crops, confi- 
dence has been restored to a large 
extent and while some areas in the 
| south require further rains to carry 
jthe crops, there has been a “grati- 
fying improvement.” 

Crops prospects throughout the 
province “may now be described 
as fair to good in the southern 
areas and very favorable in the 
central and northern areas,” 

Some re-seeding has been done 
in a few of the’areas where drought 
conditions and soil drifting had seri- 
ously affected early crops and 
coarse grains in some instances have 
taken the place of wheat. Winter 
wheat and rye crops also have suf- 
| fered from the early drought 

Grasshoppers, wireworms and 
cutworms have’ been active and 
have done some damage in a few 
districts in the south, specially to 
the late growing crop 
| The grasshopper poisoning cam- 
paign is in full operation, the rains 
| not having checked the activities 
| of the hoppers to any extent. 

The wheat growth, particularly 
| in the central areas, has been rapid 
and is further advanced at this date 
than usual, Much of the wheat is 
now in the shot blade. In the south, 
winter wheat is beginning to head 
| First cutting of alfalfa will proceed 
next week. Prospects for the hay 
crop are much improved. Livestock 
is generally in good shape and in 
the dry areas cattle are responding 
to better pasture conditions

MONTREAT, N.C., June 16.—An 
“incorporated town, without debt or 
tax, church controlled, but provid- 
ing police and fire protection to its 
citizens as well as advanced educa- 
tional facilities—that’s Montreat. 


Montreat is the property of the 
Presbyterian church in the United 
States. It is in-a green crevice 
among towering mountains and has 
a large lake, assembly hall with 
3,000 seats, two large hotels, the 
Montreat normal school, children’s | 
playgrounds, residences, paved 
streets, its own poweg and water 
systems, and owns and operates its | 
own general store. Through a local | 
association Montreat is owned by 
the Southern Presbyterian church. 


POLICE, BUT NO JAIL 


It has a policeman but no jail. 
No resident has ever been arrested, 
but occasionally some visiting law- 
breaker has to be dealt with. If} 
conviction results before the 
mayor-judge, the prisoner is taken 
four miles down the road to Black 
Mountain Jail. But Black Mountain | 
charges Montreat no jail fees for | 
its prisoners, 

For almost a quarter century |
